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Salvation i is to. follow conditionally : That 
the Son was ſo given, that whoſoever. be- 
lieveth in him ſhall be ſaved: : But whe- 
ther Men believe or not, God gave his 
Son for them, and through him offered Sal- 
vation on the Condition of Faith. Now that 
Men ſhould perform this Condition, God 
does both command in his Word, and by 
the Grace of his Holy Spirit does actually 
excite and co-operate : So that if they do 
not believe, the Fault may be in Men, and 
not in God: As on the contrary, if they 
do believe, that muſt be attributed to Di- 
vine Grace, and not to any Humane Vir- 
tue. Whence it is plain, that it was God's 
Will and Deſign the Chriſt ſhould die for 
All; though All, through their own. Un- 
belief and Impenitency, do not from 
thence receive the Fruits of Salvation. But 
then there are ſome Effects of this that do 
redound to All; as the Common Vocati- 
on; The Warnings and Encouragements, 
not only of the External Word, but of In- 
ternal Grace too: And laſtly, "the Gene- 
ral Reſurrection of All. For becauſe 
Chriſt by his Death and Reſurrection did

fore ſhall all Men likewiſe riſe again from 
the Dead; as the Apoſtle ſaith, 1 Cor. x5.
